Approximately 
70 paroant of the male inhabitants were offioe workers 
aiqployad at the city’s numerous institutes and government 
agencies o The remainder were mostly Industrial workers 
and about 7p000 studmts who attended the Silesian Poly- 
taohnlc (Politeobnlka Slaska in. Wlncentego Patrowsklago) , 

About 60 percent of the populat:.on were non-looal— mainly 
Eastern Poles who were former residents of Poland's 
territories incorporated into the Soviet Union after 
World War II o The remainder of the population was born 
and raised in and around Qliwlee« This latter group p of 
eourse« had been Oerman citizens before and during World 
War II; following the warp In order not to be axpelledp 
they accepted Polish citizenship. In 1957p about 30 
percent of them attempted to renounce their Polish citizen* 
ship and again become German In order to be able to leave 

the country, I 6p000 to 10,000 25X1 

Gllwlce residents were Ccnnmunlst Party members. Only a 
small percentage of these were active, however.

3. Transportation facilities within the city Included street- 
car, bus and taxi services. There were three streetcar 
lines, numbered 1, 2 and 4, There was no nuitber 3. Line #1

"red" (the ouaea were painted red)» the other waa the 
State Automobile Tranaportatlon (Panatwowa Komunlkaoja 
Samoobodowa - PKSK ooaraonly called "blue" (Its buaea 
wore painted blue) o Each enterprise had a series of lines 
which ran between Qllwloe and neighboring towns and cities 
with a few stops In each locality o Blue bu'^es departed 
from and arrived at the main railroad station (inolosure 1« 
Point 140) , The red bus terminal was located on Plao 
Plastow (Inolosure 1, Point 94) o All buses* both red and 
blue* ran dally from 0600 hours through 1000 hours* usually 
one hour between buses <> Buses ran more frequently between 
Qllwloe and larger neighboring cities than to and from 
smaller towns o The olty's transportation system also 
Included tazlSo Whereas all other transportatlor services 
were state owned* taxis were privately owned* usually by 
the drivers o Their service was available 24 hours a 
dayj fares were from 10 to 20 zlotys within the olty.

5. Inolosure 1 Is an overlay of a non-standard city plan of 
Qllwlce, pinpointing the locations of military installa- 
tions, government buildings. Industrial Installations, 
bridges, and other points of interest. All distances 
and measurements are approximate unless otherwise specified. 
Numbers in parentheses below refer to oorrespondlng numbers 
on the overlays 
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(1) Old Nunlolpal Building > located on ulioa Rynak« It 
boused the olty'a public library and several offices 
of the city administration. An oldp four-stoipy# 
plastered brick structure with a sheet-metal « hipped 
roofd it measured I5 x 12 x 20 meters, 

(2) Military Construction Enterprise (Wojskowe 
Prsedslebiorstwo Budowlane - VFB) - located on ullca 
Rynekf this organisation was in charge of all military 
construct ions « including airfields* in the dliwiee 
area. It employed about 80 civilian engineers* 
technicianr* draftsmen and administrative personnel 
supervised by one army colonel (name unknown). The 
enterprise was housed in a four-story* plastered 
brick building with a red tile* gable or hipped roof. 
The building measured 15 x 15 x 20 meters, 

(3) Polish National Bank Branch - located on ulioa 
Qornyoh Walow in a four-story* plastered brick build- 
ing with a slate tile* gable roof. It measured 20 x 
15 X 20 meters, 

(4) Militia's Hess - including a dining room and recrea- 
tion hall. Only security forces and law enforcement 
personnel could use these facilities. It was housed 
in a three-atory* plastered brick building which 
measured I5 x 10 x I5 meters. The mess occupied 
only the ground floor; the remainder of the building 
consisted of private apartments. Name of street 
and type of roof were unrecalled, 

(5) Polish National Bank and Postal Savings Accounts 
(Narodowy Bank Polski i Pooztowa Kasa Oszczednosoi - 
NBP i raO) - located on ulica Bolnych Walow in a 
four-story* plastered brick building with a slate 
tile* hipped roof. It measured 20 x I5 x 20 meters, 

(6) Dormitories of the Silesian Polytechnic Mining 
Department - bordered by ulica Rynek* ulica 
Zwyciestwa and Plac (square) Maczny* they were located 
in a six-story* frame-shaped* plastered brick 
building with a slate tile* gable roof. The build- 
ing's outside dimensions were 50 x 40 x 30 meters. 
About 400 students were housed here. Various anti- 
government activities such as public demonstrations 
usually originated in this building, 

(7) Ulica Pooztowa = a one-way street to the northwest* 
with an asphalt surface 10 meters wide. It was served 
by streetcar line numbers 1 and 2, 
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(8) N«w Mines Project Bureau (Bluro Projektow Mowyala 
Kopaln) - located on ullca OornyoB Valow» this 
organisation planned the developoent of newly 
discovered coal and metal ore deposits o This was 
the only organisation of Its kind In Poland. It also 
supervised projects for other countries* China In 
particular. It had about 80 personnel and was 
housed In a four-story* plastered brick building 
with a hipped* tile roof. The building measured 

15 X 10 X 20 meters. 

(9) Polish National Bank Branch - located on ullca 
Oornyoh Walow In a four-story* plastered brick 
building with a slate tile* hipped roof. The build- 
ing measured 20 x 15 x 20 meters. 

(10) Health Division (Wydzlal Zdrowia) - located on ullca 
Zlemowlta* It had approximately 30 medical personnel. 

Its mission was the supervision of public health 

In the Ollwloe area* e.g.* It could order mass Inocula- 
tions. It was housed In a three-story* plastered 
brick building with a slate tile* hipped roof. The 
building measured 15 x 10 x 10 meters. 

(11) :?eaohers' Preparatory School (Szkola Podstawowa) - 
located on ullca Padarewsklego* In a four-story* 
red brick building with a slate tile* hipped roof. 

It measured 40 x 20 x 20 meters. There were about 
800 students. 

(12) Public High School - located on ullca Oornyoh 
Walow In a four-story* plastered brick building 
with a tile* hipped roof. It measured 40 x 30 x 
20 meters. 

( 13 ) Cllca Oornyoh Walow - street* asphalt and cobble- 
stone surface about 10 meters wide. 

(14) Central Administration of Technical <hises (Centralny 
Zarzad Oazow Teohnloznyoh). - locat^iu on ullca Oomych 
Walow* this was Poland's central administrative 
office for all plants producing «^ses such as acetylene* 
oxygen* etc. It was housed In a three-story* plastered 
brick building with a tile* hipped roof. The build- 
ing measured 20 x 10 x 10 meters. About 60 personnel 
worked here. 

( 15 ) Electric Power Surveys (Bnergo Pomlar) - Its mission 
consisted of dispatching surveying crews to various 
plants and enterprises to periodically check and test 
all activities and equipment connected with electric 
power. There were about three such organisations 
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In Poland* each having its own araa of raaponaibillfey. 

Thla particular organisation haid about 100 paraonnal* 

It waa houBOd In a postwar* fouT'^tojry* rad brick 
(probably plastarad by now) building* aquippad with 
althar a gabla or blppad roof oovarad with tar papar. 

Tba building oiaasurad 20 x 20 x 15 aatara. 

(16) City Militia Uaadquartara (Olowna Xonanda Nlajska 
Mlllojl) • locatad on ulloa Inwalldow Vojannyeh* 

It was houaad In a four*story* plastarad brlok 
building with a tlla* nippsd roof. Tha building 
maaaurad 20 x 10 x 15 nstara. 

(17) Mining Works Bntarprlsa (Prsadslablorstwo Robot 
Oomlosyoh) • locatad on Plao (squara) Wolnosol* It 
was housad In a flva-story* plastarad brlok building 
with a slata tlla* hlppad roof, Tha building maaaurad 
20 X 15 X 20 natars. This organisation was rasponslbla 
for tba axploltatlon of coal mtnas In tha dllwloa 
araa. Across from tbs building* eantrally locatad 

on the squara (Plao Wolnosol)* was a water rasarvolr 
for fire fighting purposes. It was rectangular In 
shape* and neasurad 30 x 15 x 3 natars. 

(18) Steel Industry Projects Bureau (Bluro Projektow 
Przemyslu Hutnlosego) - located on Plao Wolnosol* 

'o’tils organization was responsible for the execution 
of all projects pertaining to the production of Iron 
and steal. Along with two additional such offices 
in Ollwlca* it served tha entire country. It was 
housed In a five-story* plastered brlok building 
with a slate tile hipped roof. Tha building 
maasurad 20 x 20 x 20 meters, 

(19) Communist Party School - a threa-story* plastered 

brick building with a tlla hipped roof and measuring 
10 X 10 X 10 maters. Active Party maid>arB attended 
evening dasses In political solancas here. They 
also received propaganda Instructions pertaining to 
their particular circles. ^ ^

Enterprises (Cantralny Zarsad Prsadslablorstw

It was housad In a postwar* flva-story* plastarad 
brlok building with a tile* gabla roof.

It was also rasponalbla for tba transport of minors 
to and from and for tba transport of mining 
suppllos and various otbar items paeullar to tba 
industry, "f' ifaa asslgnad aoout 100 assortad 
trucks « 10 buses and 20 passangor ears. It was 
housed In one hall and two garage buildings. Tba 
hall was a ona-story» plastered brick structure 
with a glass-panel, gable roof of steal construction. 
It measured 40 x 30 x 10 maters. It was used aa 
a vehicle malntananea shop, Tba garages ware each 
two stories high, of plastered brick construction 
with flat, tar paper roofs. One measured 30 x 5 
X 10 meters, with space for 10 vehicles, the other 
measured 18 x 5 x 5 meters, with space for six 
vehicles.
